It affect* the sale 
of lib erty bonds, the enlistment In nil 
branches of t.je military and naval 
services, conscription for military and 
Industrial 
duty, 
the 
enforcement of 
food regulations and all the newly 
arising contracts between government 
and people that are the inevitable con 
sequence of the great war. 
How long wlM the president trv to 
work with and through a cabinet and 
a council of national defense in which 
G»e people have lost confidence ** 
Will he name a coalition cabinet and 
a council 
of 
expert 
administrator* 
when the break comes? 
Who of the rabbet are moat likely 
to be dropped and who wit’ probably 
remain? 
Theae are the questions tbs* are 
being discussed and dissected by tho-e 
on the Inside here in Washington. 
To understand how Important and 
preaatng these questions arc and th* 
baals of fact upon which they rest.

It Is not designed as a substitute 
for either the food prnduHon or con­ 
trol hills now pending, but as a dis­ 
tinct measure combining many prohi­ 
bition resobitlonna and hills. 
The bill would, by congressional act. 
prohibit m a nufa cture rs of n o n p e r i s h ­ 
able foodstuffs Into Intoxicating bev­ 
erages and authorize the president to 
prevent such nae of them. 
The second administration fcod hill, 
conferring drastic powers on the preab 
lent for food regulation and control 
was made a privileged measure in the 
house for next Monday, and will he 
considered untB disposed of.
